Take it for a thing granted by unintereſted Perſons, that 
a well regulated Arilitia, to us Iſlanders, would be far 
more uſeful] as well as leſs chargeable than a Standing Ar- 
my; that they are capable of performing as great Services, 
our laſt inteſtine Wars and the late performances in 7relard 
are undeniable Arguments, But it's confeſſed to be as true, 
that their want of Diſcipline and Experience makes them at 
preſeat the jeſt of theSoldiery inEagland: The latter is only to be 
gained in an actual War; and the Heroes on Honnſlow Heath 
ad as little as theſe. That the former defect is not incurable, 
and that even upon the bottom the AMilitia now ſtand, with 
ſome ſmall Alterations and Addicions, only to enforce the 
Execution of the Laws already made, is what I deſign to pro- 
poſe. I cannot but obſerve, that compounding with the Muſter- 
maſter inſtead of drawing out (tho it make ſhew of caſing 
the Country) is the main occaſion of this Uleleſneſs, and 
does, indeed, draw on a far greater Inconvenience and Charge;
